(•who OSTRICH thinks may have been French), all the offices were ordered to move 
and to put their documents -in a safe place. OSTRICH states that the occupying 
forces should not be surprised if the addresses they have as targets do not 
contain anything of interest.

In February, according to OSTRICH, HINKLER issued an order saying that 
All members of the SD and the Gestapo had to change their shoulder boards 
immediately. Instead of wearing shoulder boards with a green border, they were 
to wear the regular Waffen SS shoulder boards which have a white border for the 
infantry, a red border for the artillery, etc. 



OSTRICH himself saw a secret order coming from Gauleiter ^VAGNER 
addressed to Kreisleiters saying that each Kreisleiter was to prepare a special 
group of a-hundred carefully selected men for special sabotage activities*^ 

This was to be in^addition to the activities of the 7/erewolf . 
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In addition the members of the SD and the Gestapo were ordered to put 
the SS sign on the right side of the collar which they did not have before. 
Until this order they had not been issued with a'’soldbuch but had only a .red 
Dienststeller^usweis^ or a metal police card. They have no’.v been given sold- 
buchVwhich contain only false information. Some members have also been given 
Wehnnacht * soldbuch |C’ / 

D. German Resistance Plans . 

In general as to the military situation OSTRICH says that the Germans 
have thoroughly and methodically prepared to carry on guerilla warfare and that 
is has no relation to the defeat of the army. They have prepared food, ammuni- 
tion and sabotage dumps. OSTRICH stresses that the preparations for guerilla 
warfare must not be* underestimated. In this connection OSTRICH states that tb* 
Kreisleiter is in charge of the organisation of all kinds of dumps in his region 
working with the newly-created Werewolf. 
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
